bamboo, and snare them while leap 
ing for the water, or catch them in: 

The head 1 
deemed venomous; but the flesh of the 
other parts is preferred to fowls. If no 
neeled for immediate consumption, the 
captive is rendered helpless by breakin; 
some of the toes and knotting the sinews 
The eggs are equally esteemed. Th 
padat (Liopelus guttagus) is herbivorous 
and in high favor asa viuand. The files! 
of the mijyoung (Crockodiius), which i, 
very common and reaches thirty feet it 
length, is !n great request for food. A 
kind of turtle during the inundation 
becomes scattered about the country, an¢ 
on the sucsidence of the floods, and dur 
ing the grass burning in April, many are 
either caught alive, or their scorched 
bodies are found afterward, and grea'l) 
re ished by the peop'e. The fiesh of thy 
soft turtleS is generally eaten by the 
Burmese, and may be good, though the 
animals are carnivorous, The le kpyen 
won is algivorous, and is the ‘‘edibl 
turtle” of India. The boatmen on th 
river make it a practice, when moorin; 
at a spot. to hunt in the neighboring; 
thickets for lizards, chameleons, snakes 
and similar reptiles, with which the: 
flavor the invariable dish of boiled rice 
Even lizards found dead are esteemed : 
great delicacy when cooked. The Bur 
mese exhibit decided peculiarities in 
their choice of comestib'es. There is ; 
small kind of beetle which fabricate. 
balls of clay as a nidus for its progency 
about the same size as tennis balls, anc 
buries them in ground where cattle ar. 
stalled. These balls are eagerly sough 
after by the Burmese for the sake of th: 
dainty grub contained within, whicl 
they devour with uncommon relish.-

The Birth of an Iceberg. 


The birth of a huge iceberg, a phe

A RIDE TO DEATYI. 

UPA 
frightful Fall of Seventcen Hor cs 
and Kiders on a Hacccou sr, 

The Australian papers give details of a 
dreadful accident in the Caulfield cup. 
The race was a handicap of 1,40) s 
ercigns, and the distance one mile and a 
half. Forty-one horses went to the 
post. One or more of the runners fe'l as 
they came racing up the straight, an 
no fewer than seventeen horses and jock 
eys were in a few moments struggling« 
the ground, in a seemiugly inextrica:le 
mass. The following extracts are taken 
from the Adelaide Adr«r- iscr: 

‘Suddenly a shout rent the air, a gap 
was made in the centre of the flyin 
ranks as though a park of artillery h a 
opened fire upon them; down went a 
cluster of horses—of horses and riders— 
on came others Ctop of them, and 
shrieks, yells and cries told of a sad «lis 
aster, while another section of spectators 
who did not see or cou!d not realize the 
extent of the calamity, were singing out— 
‘Britisher wins; no, Marie Louise: no, 
Grace Darl ng—Grace Darling.’ Where 
the horses and riders were heaped pell- 
mell, ready hands were quickly at work 
to extricate the poor lads from their 
dangerous position. No less than seven. 
teen horses had been brought to earth, and 
the scene while it lasted was a terrible 
one. Some say it was Tom Brown, 
other Too-Too, and some ayain aver it 
was Claptrap who caused the disaster 
and was the first tocome down. It was 
pretty certain, however, that’ Sardius 
was the second or third horse to fall, 

or Wyman pitching heavily on hiv 

ead. Then fell Lord Exeter and his 
rider. The unfortunite rider, D.nild 
Nicholson, was scen for a moment to 
struggle upon his feet, when crash into 
him came Prince Imperial with ash ck 
that knocked the horse’s teeth down his 
own throat, and struck Nicolson lifeless 
to the earth. Oncame Mozart, Despot, 
Winchester, Kingship, falling over and 
over their riders, who were cither throwa 
out of the saddle, cru-hed beneath their 
weight, or kicked by the horses in their 
struggles toregain their feet. It was in 
this melee that the riders Cracknell, Wy- 
map, and McGrathasustained their seri- 
ous injuries. Nicholson was pulled out 
from beneath two horses a_ shapeless 
mass, with features so pounded and mu- 
tilated as to be uorecognizab'e, and just 
enough life within him t» breathe his 
last gasp. 
tumate escape with Welcome ack. 
‘Thank God I am back again,’ said the 
crack horseman. ‘I never had u nar 
rower squeak in my life.’ It appeirs 
that he saw two horses down on the 
ground in front of him, and rising Wrl- 
come Jack with both spurs in his sides. 
he jumped him right over them, and in 
landing cannoned against other horses, 
Welcome Jack going down on his nose, 
but he ultimately shied away to the 
tight and c eared further danger.” 

**The placed horses had scarcely been 
weighed in when a melanstholy proces- 
sion of dead and wounded men was car. 
ried to the juckey’s room, The first to 
be brought in was M’Grade, the rider of 
Tom Brown, who appeared to be very 
badly hurt, and then the lifeless body of 
poor jittle Nicholson appeared, ani Ire 
was succeeded by Cracknell, the riJer of 
Kingship, who wasso severely injured 
that h’s case seemed a hopeless one. 
McGrath, who was on [Prinve Imperial, 
and Wyman, the ricer of Sardius, were 
next, and they were both insensib’e. 

brie! examination revealed the fact. 
that Nicholson had been dead for some 
minutes, and that Cracknell! had his 
breast bone broken, and hal received 
other internal injuries, M’Grade had a 
broken shoulder and nose, and was in- 
sensible; Wyman, who was on Sard.ns, 
sustained a fracture of the skull; 
McGrath, who rode Prince Im»erial, was 
suffering from concussion of the brain; 
Winchester’s jockey, Huxtable, was in- 
sensible, and had a nasty wound on his 
face; and Toomey, who rode Urara, who 
was killed, was very badly hurt indeed. 
Moore, Ellis, lvemy, Hutchens and Mor- 
rison who were riding Lord Wilton, 
Despot, Impulse, Country Boy and 
Sirocco respectively, escaped with a 
severe shaking each, but Frabm and T. 
Brown, who were on Claptrap and Too- 
Too and fell in front of all the others, 
escaped without a scratch, and the 
former won the last race on Merrimau.”’

ine factory. The lard was weighed at 
the stock yards and again for the but- 
terine firm in North Wells street. 

After leaving the stock yards Flatters 
would drive to Parker's shop and there 
leave 350 to 400 pounds of the lard. 
Into the cavity thus made in the joad 
Evacs and Curtis would crawl, and. 
covered up with a tarpaulin, be weighed 
with the lard at the North Weils street 
place. Then the load would be driven 
around the corner, where the two men 
would climb out and run away. The 
thieves grew fat ana lazy on the profits 
of their stealings and neglected now and 
then to remove parc of their load. On 
those days the load of lard would yield 
an excess of oil. All the thieves con. 
feased when arrested.

Several specimens of the Mexican 
pyrophare were lately exhibited to the 
Paris Academy of Sciences as a remark- 
able novelty. These insects are about 
an inch long, and emit a light like that 
of a glow-worm or a fire-fly, but vastly 
more brilliant. The Indians of Mexico 
are said to keep them fora light at night, 
and Mexican ladies wear them as orna- 
ments is the hair. By feeding them on 
sugar-cane they may be kept alive a long 
time. 


Inthe botanical garden at Bertin, 
flowers, fruitsa.d other parts of plants 
are preserved by keeping them for 4 
time in a saturated salution of alcohol 
and salicylic acid (reduced by four 
times its bulk of water), and then re- 
moving and drying them. It is said 
that vegetable matter treated in this way 
preserves its natural appearance, and 
never turns black. The plan is consid- 
ered particularly valuable for orchids 
and other succulent plants. 


M. Plateau, the physiologist of Ghent, 
has been occupied upon some interesting 
experiments to solve the question 
whether insects can distinguish the 
shapes of objects with their eyes. Can 
a tly recognize the person who is bent 
upon destroying it? Or does a wasp 
know exactly which of a group of per- 
sons it intends to sting?

PURVIS AND DOUGLASS. 


The report, in the ‘““Sunday Post” 
that Hon. Robert Parvis and Mr. 
McClure, of Philadelphia, called on 
the President and ask for the re 
moval or Recorder Douglass, is, 
we have been informed by reliable 
persons, incorrect. Mr. Purvis, we 
are told, said to the President, if 
Mr. Douglass is te be removed, and 
as it is the Presidents, intention to 
appeint a colored map, who has 
been more conservative than Mr. 
Douglass, (they Messrs. Parvis and 
MeCjure.) presented the name of 
James H. Smith, Esq., one of the 
professors in the Howard Universi- 
ty law College, a young colored 
man, who is acceptable to the 
citizens, irrespective of party. 

It this statement be true, which 
we have no cause to doubt, we en- 
dorse their recommendation, in the 
event that the president intends to 
appoint a Negro to succeed Mr. 
Douglass. Mr. Smith is not 4 caa- 
didate for the office, nor has he 
made any eflort to secure it. We 
are of Mr. Smiths’ opinion, the of- 
fice sbould seek the man. This 
gentlemans’ name was first pre- 
sented to the president by certain 
prominent members of the District 
democracy. witbout his knowledge 
or consent, this we know from per 
sonal knowledge. Mr. Smith was 
not aware that his vame bad been 
presented to the President until we 
informed him, which sarprised him 
very much. Wecan state without 
contradiction, while Mr. Smith has 
never participated in politics, that 
his appointment will meet the ap- 
proval of the both parties. He is 
a successful man who attends 
to his business.

YOUNG MENS’ OPPORTUNITY. 


The time has come for the young 
menu throughout the country, and 
especially in this city, to show their 
worth. The change of the admin- 
istration has made it possible for 
the young colored men to succeed, 
if they intend to succeed at all. 
Since a change in the adwministra- 
tion more youngmen have gone 
into businees than ever was known. 
The young Negro, who has been dis 
missed from the government, has 
come to the conclusion that there 
are other ways toenable bim cub- 
sist. 

Let us organize and have 
nove but trustworty sentinels on 
guard. Now isthe time for ac- 
tion, if we desire to succeed. We 
are of the opinion that 1588 will 
be one of the great events in the 
history of this republic. The Ne- 
gro will be au important factor in 
the body politic at that time if he 
condncts himself as‘ aman. The 
admiuistratiou of Mr. Cleveland 
has made many changes, but, so 
far the Negro has been fairly 
treated by him. Weare inclined 
to believe that he means to do 
something for the oppressed Ne- 
gro. We must admit that the 
democratic administration has 
been a surprise to us and all hon- 
est people. The Postmaster Gen- 
eral, and Secretary ot the Interior, 
have made but a few changes, so 
tar as the Negro is concerned. 

While, it is true, that white men 
have been appointed principally 
to places that were heretofore held 
by cvlored men, it bas made the 
Negioes’ opportunities better. 
We are a republican and sball 
continue to be one until we have 
better evidence of the sincerity of 
the democratic party. We are in- 
debted to the republican party for 
our liberty, our property and ex- 
fetance. Young men organize, 
support your own institutions, 
banish cast among yourselves 
aud let liberty be your watch 
word. 


SENATOR BRUCE ON THE 
“RACE PROBLEM.” 

We bad the pleasure last Tues- 
day evening of I'stning to a .lee- 
ture by Ex Senator Bruce on 
“The Race problem,” in the hall 
of the Long Islaud Historical 
Society, Brooklyn. 

Senator Bruce is a most pleasing 
lecturer, and understands thor- 
oughly the very dilficult art of 
reaching the sympathies and hold- 
ing the attention of his audience. 
Senator Bruce made an historical 
exposition of the race question in 
the United States, and dwelt with 
much puthos on the relentless 
fury with which we had pushed 
the poor Indian to the verge of 
the setttng sun, the legislation 
which gives to the Chinaman a 
domicile in our country, but 
which refuses him citizenship, and 
the status which at Varivus times 
had marked the history of the 
race 10 this country. 

His view of the fature of the 


matter. 


race was most hopeful. He fully 
appreciated the ituct that what 
the race needs now more than 
auy thing else is material and 
educations] growth It would 
be impossible for the race to ovcu- 
py the place to which it is entitlid 
in the absence of this growth. 

He was in position to declare 
that the race was developing very 
rapidly upon the moet approved 
lines, and he thougbt the fatare 
would fully vindicate the capacity 
of the raceto adapt itself to the 
changed conditions and advaned 
civilization in which it finds its 
lot cest. He thought that the 
rice had done marvously, since 
the wer, considering tLe great 
disedvantages which bampered it 
at the,time it came ivto its r ght- 
ful heritage of freedom and citi- 
zensbip. 


Senator Bruce evidently does not 
believe in the probability of race 
coufl cts in the Suuth in the fo- 
ture. Said he:“you might just as 
well predict a war of extermana- 
‘ion among the birds because of 
the differences in their plumage 
as to predict a war of races in the 
South on account of color.” 

Again, said he; “The question 
is frequently asked by newspapers 
and others, in the face of mar- 
velous fecundity ofthe colored 
rece. ‘What are we to do with this 
people?’ In view of the fact that 
-his people are almost exclusive.y 
the laboring class of the Svuth, I 
prefere to reverse the question, 
and ask insteal, ‘What would the 
white people do without this peo- 
ple.?’ ” 

With reference to the rapid in-| 
crease of the race, Senator Bruce 
“cope out that it would hardly 

e poesible fur the race to attain 
to the numerical preponderence 
predicted by a writer in the 
Popular Science Monthly, and fur 
obvious reasons. ‘The race has 
no increase from immigration, as 
other races; intelligence and ma- 
terial acquisitions would operate 
as a check upon them as upon 
other classes; nor would they re 
main altogesther at the South. 

Increased _inteiligence and 
wealth would operate apon them 
as upon others and they would be 
found migrating from the South 
to all parts of our country and 
other parts of the world—where- 
ever a fair field aud possible bet- 
terment of their condition offered 
themselves. This is very obvious- 
ly theonly correct view of the 
He was also of the opin- 
iou that the races would find their 
mutual intere*ts antagonistic to 
race disturbances and that they 
would naturally be drawn into 
closer business, political and so- 
cial relations, becuu-e of such mu- 
tual interests. 


Senator Bruce made a strong 
appeal tor National aid for educa- 
tion. Herightly thinks the eda- 
cation ot the poor whites and col- 
ored people of the South is of the 
very first importance. 
The lecture was a very strong 
_— for fair play tor the race 
aeed upon the accepted facts of 
history. The Senator has au ex- 
elent delivery, buat indulged ont 
paring’ in gestures owing to 
istressing pains caused by rheu- 
matism in his shuulder. —New 
York Freeman.

THE NEGRO ASA SOCIAL 
FACTOR. 


We have been dealing with the 
Negro, for the last two weeks, on 
his educational advantages, the 
superiority ofthe Southern Ne- 
gro, the Western or North cen- 
tral Negroes, &c. We shull now 
deal with bim asa “Social Fac- 
tor,” or What be does when he 
comes to this city. We shull take 
first, the Southern Negro, after he 
has graduated from bis state uni- 
veisi'y or thore who come here 
from the South seeking an edaca- 
tion. Asa rule the Southern 
Negro is proud. There are cer- 
tuin ones who come to the city in 
search of 4 government position, 
which was easily obtained under 
a republican administration. They 
are not here very leng before 
they commence to criticise, what 
some people style “Our suciety” 
or “Society ladies.” They don’t 
seem to under-tand that the 
Washington society is divided in- 
to several classes, and each class 
claims superiority over the other. 
Instead of these young men seek- 
ing the very bist society, they 
happen to get with an in‘erior 
class, with which they are allow- 
ed to do as they pieare, after- 
which they assert that the Wash- 
ington society is below par or the 
females ure licentious. These 
charges are made by certain 
southern men, who have no moral 
training. Tnere are other young 
men from the Suuth whose edu. 
cations] alvantages have made 
them refined.. This class of young 
men are important fectors in the 
social circle. As soon os a stran- 
ger arrives in thecity, if he has 
any social ambition, he will ao 


anything to be associated with the 
‘high-toned colored society,” 


There are, to-day, certain men 
in go:ernment employment, who 
et on the highest prices to be 
introduced to certain les 
posing the Washington society. 
W ben the facts are arcertained, 
as to their social stauding, we 
have known them to be convicts 
or libertines. Notwithstanding, 
this is no barrier to their adm:is- 
sion into the soctal circle. The 
reason ofthat is,he is a govirn- 
ment clerk, who spends his mon- 
ey freely. Wowsbivgton is what 
one may style, the place for in- 
troducing mviets, libertines an: 
licentious persons, and our fe- 
males have been madethe medium 
for such introductions. 

The vetined southern colored 
men have the higbest opinion of 
our young ladies. Itis not, a- 
ways the Washington young lady, 
who permits thie, but a class uf fe- 
males who bave migrated from 
the states to this city. 

The Northern or Middle states 
young men, are proud a'so. Some 
uf them are Valuable 
factors in our social circle. They 
are more likely to marry tha» any 
other class. ‘i‘bose from the New 
Eugland states, with but few ex- 
ceptions, as we stated Lefore, are 
aset of dudes. Very few of them 
add to our social circle. We bave 
had more trouble with this class 
than eny other. The Western or 
Nortb-central states, except Ohio, 
have seut us some fine young 
men. A few Ohions, who have 
been here, bave attempted to e3- 
tablish a similar cast society, as 
was in their state. We huve a 
few of them among us now, but, 
not enough to doany harm. The 
greatest impediment to the Wash- 
ington society wae, the “ce’ebrat- 
ed Lotas Club.” 

It was established, by a class ot 
Negroes, very soon after the 
Emancipation slaves, and 
was a disgrace t modern civili- 
zation. lis object was to kee 
the recent'y emancipated Negro, | 
or the contrabands, as this chub 
characterized them, to themselv.s. 
If you were a professional man, a 
clerk in the “notorious Freed- 
men’s saving bank,” a doctor or 
filling some official position above 
a messenger, watchman, &c, yon 
could gain admission to this cast 
organization. With but a tew 
exceptions, a majority of the mem- 
bers of this defunct organizatiuo 
have come to .an yntimely end. 
Oue of them in t%e insane asy- 
lam. To be us out iv our state- 
men t, we regfet fo announce that, 
auother contracted one of the most 
repulsive and\dangerous diseases 
known tv the buman family, 
which carried him to an untimely 
and disgracefal grave; the third, 
und ove of the priecipal members 
of the organization, after living in 
extravagance and style of of the 
money that he stole’ from 
unfortunate men and women 
whom he spurned as hs inferiors, 
he fell in disgrace aud poverty and 
was carried to bis grave, and there 
arenone left todo him homage. 
The Negro asa ‘Svcial Factor” 
Las been, to an extent, an imped- 
iment to the Washington pegple, 
caused by theadmission of un. 
knuwn recruits into the ®®cial 
circle. Next week we shall deal 
with the Negro iu business:

We are very sensible 
ofthis eliect when the rich pages 
of history are laid before us, and 
our ivtention is engrossed by the 
great and glorious of ourrace, but 
‘the short and simple annals” of the 
colored man may be made equally 
profitable to as, for in them are 
contained many bright examples 
of unpretending worth and ster- 
ling merit, which will reward our 
research, and, which we may con- 
template with pleasare and advan- 
tage. 

Perfect happiness, however, is 
not the portion of any child of 
Adam, blameless as he may be in 
his generation. There was one 
blessing required to complete the 
belictty of tois worthy people and 
that has been granted them by the 
aid of the Divine power. Families 
who bad been disjoined by a bond- 
age of more than thirty years, 
awaited with belightfal anticipa- 
tion a reunion. The poor slave 
whohad exchanged the bloom of 
youth for the silvery hairs ot age 
across the line between freedom 
and bondage, hastened to view the 


country of his birth, aud enjoy a 
jong continued peace. 


The banners which necessity bad 
farled are withdrawo. The proad 
meteor, which had illamined by 
its splendor, and amazed the world 
by the long continuance, 1s extin- 
guished. Lincoln emerged trom 
his polttical eclipse, which gave as 
victory and freedom to the colored 
race. Our stand point as an ob- 
servor is that of one whose in- 
stinets from early childhood bave 
been on the side of Freedom. We 
have ever believed that Civil Liber- 
ty is the birthright of all men, and 
from the firing upon Sampter to 
the close of the late contest had 
full faith that the people, under 
God, wonld subdue the Rebellion, 
and give freedom to the slave. 

The four years have been worth 
acentury of ordinary life; for in 
the mighty contest Right has tr- 
umphed over Wrong, and the ha- 
man race, with a clearer preception 
of Tratb, and jastice as the sare 
foundation of government, is mov 
ing on to a highercivilization. One 
salutation more to our former task, 
and a short one, closes the dilata- 
tion. We address you at the close of 
the year 1885, with an involuntary 
wish straggling upward from the 
heart, fora happy New Year—a 
glorious baptism of good for 18386. 
Good-bye Old Year. 

“Farewell, farewell, is a lonely word. 

And often brings a sigh, 
Bat give to me thatdearer word. 

That comes fiom the heart—goodbye.” 

Itis a prayer, the words can 
have no other meaning for those 
whom death parts. ‘“‘Going, go- 
ing, gone!’ The watchword of 
life, from the cradle to the grave, 
is still, “going, going, gone!” 
Gifts of God, the beaatifal, the be- 
loved, are --going, gone!” Bless- 
ings of His bounty, all that 1s pre- 
cious of mortal growth, bear the 
same warning voice, “going, 
gone!” Our life, our being is, “go- 
ing going,” fast. We may shut our 
eyes to the fact, if we will, but we 
shall soon all be “gone!” The 
thoughts of what weare, who are 
going, and the rememberance of 
those who are gone, fill the soul 
with the tone and holy, and it 
would be radely interrupted by the 
veritable cry of the auctioneer, 
“going, going, gone!” Yet of 
such is my story. How fell this 
ery on the heart and ear of the long 
tried families of Grant, Vice Presi- 
dent Hendricks, and the rich man 
Vanderbilt? And this occarred 
in 1885. Who canlook on unmov- 
ed, aud see the funeral procession 
of everyday life, dear in their sim- 
plicity, and endure the thought of 
seeing them laid “low in the 
ground,” without the realization 
that soon all will be *-gone.” There 
is alimit to our days which no 
man may pass a time in which 
death, whether clothed in smiles or 
in frowns, whether desired or 
dreaded must arrive. 

General Mc Clellan was content 
to die. It came to bim in the year 
1885, highly satisfactory. Nature 
will claim her due. To all this plain, 
simple idea of death, Me Clellan 
warmly responded. Doll mast be 
the sight which fails to perceive 
great events and great jactions ; 
bat it required sagacity to-detect 
the indications afforded by the 
‘‘bubbles on the stream,” 

“Itis only the intelligent who 
appreciate trifles, the trivial exag- 
gerate, the solemn  underrate 
them.” Why is it that the history 
of those who are not in the higher 
walks of life so often called trif- 
ling and uninteresting? To be 
sure, in all classes and stations we 
may tell of startling events, but we 
do not carry with us the sympatby 
of those who take upon tnemselves 
the right te jadge us; they prefer 
reading before they can enter into 
and appreciate. 

All republicans have a special 
interest iu studying the genius and 
character ot Lincoln. Echo 
answers “how?” returns 
are all in, andthe National Adminis- 
tration is in the hands of the demo- 
crats. The Democrats have hada 
chance at the books. The scene 
in the place between 1561 and 
1886 affords occasion for the atter- 
ance of noble sentiments and lan- 
guage worthy of them. 


THE RACE PROBLEM. 


On Tuesday evening Dee. 22d., 
1885. Hon. B. K. Brace of Mis 


sissippi delivered before the Long 


Island Historical Society of Brook- 
lyn N. Y. of which the Rev. Doc- 
tor Storrs is President a lecture. 
entitled “The Race Problem.” 
The topic discussed involved a 
consideration of the states and 
progress of the colored race in the 
United States, and their future 
and fortanes in the Republic. 
After an eloquent and interestin 

historical statement of the settle- 
ment of the colonies and the con. 
tact and antagonism between the 
white race *ou one side and the 
red, black and yellow on the oth 
er, the lecturer commenced his 


theme, and undertook to prove, 


that the history of the colored 
race in America abundantly at- 
tested {their capacity, as an orig- 
inal race, to take in, retain and 
transmit the higber civilization, 
as aresult out from this proposi- 
tion, he suggested the future per- 
peturity of this people in their fall 
race iategrity. As « secondary 
proposition, he affirmed that there 
was not such an incongruity and 
essential antagoniem between the 
white and bleek American, as to 
threaten aconflict between the 
races, consequent upon the rapid 
multiplication ofthe later race. 
Prejudice and the ignorance that 
inspired it were alleged to be the 
only substantial causes of what- 
ever, might still fexist between 
these races, and the education of 


thorougt 
colored 


the people and the 
Americanization of the 
clasces, would lure this irretation 
and solve the race problem. 


The lecture wes extensively 
rted in the procklyn and 

ew York papers and was represen 
ted to bave been philosophical in 
conesption, logical in discussion, 
fruitful in thought, chaste in lsn- 
guage and incissively and clear 
ly presented.

As there could be no 
more raises the proprietor showed 
his hand aud took the pot.

“ROBBING A POSTOFFICE 


HOW FOUR THIEVES SERVED AN 
ILLINOIS POSTMASTER. 


The Rebbers Followed to Chicago and 
Oae of Them Shot. 


A Chicago special gives ths following thril- 
ling details of a daring robbery and subse- 
quent chase after the thieves: 

Mount Forrest is a surburban town thir- 
teen miles from the city, and not a sou! was 
stirring when four muffled men got off the 
Chicago and Alton train there at 1 oviock 
this morning. They walked boldly up to 
Postmaster Wm. L Cronin's residence, which 


adjoins the postoffice and a general mer- 
thandise store, on the main street. Cautiously 
sntering Cronin’s barn they selectel the 
fastest of thres horses anl barnessed it up to 
the best buggy. Driving out to the front of 
the postoflice they hitched ths horse. One 
remained asa guard, another scouted the 
residencs for an entrances and _ the 
other two ascended the poles 
near by and cut the Western Union wires, 
which run through Cronin’s premises. Tue 
telegraph o‘Tice is in the frontof his store, and 
among his other accomplishments he is him- 
self an operator. A loose window was found 
in the baseiment of the house, and removing 
it three of the men climbed into the building, 
their forms disguised by heavy garments and 
their faces concealed beneath biack masks. 
The ‘ourth man watched the street. 

On the ground fioor Cronin and his clerk, 
Adam Mohr, were sleeping. This door was 
locked. The corresponding csamber on the 
second floor was occupied by Cronin's sister, 
an invalid, and her nurse. The first intima- 
tion of the burglars’ presence that reached 
Cronin’s ears was the clinking of a skele- 
ion key, which awakened him. As he arose 
in bed, simultaneously reaching for his re- 
volver, the light of a bu'l’seye lantern was 
surned full upon bim and he was commanded 
throw up his hands. Three pistols covered 
aim. Lighting a lamp, one of the trio sat at 
the bed, with a six-shooter in each hand, 
while his two companions ransacked the 
itore, postoiice an entire lower floor. 
They took $150 in stamp:;, $200 in cash, and 
liamonds ani other vaiuables to the total 
worth of $1,500. 

“Who's up-stairs!” asked the spokesman, as 
they were about to retire. 

“My invalil sister. ’ 

“Has she any money or jeweiry?”’ 

“She has not. Don’t disturb her, | im- 
plore you, gentlemen. The shock might kill 


‘*We'll take your word for it,” was the re- 
oly, “‘women fulks isn't our game anyhow.” 

The bfrglars took a coil of ciothesiine from 
the store, bound Cronin and Mohr band and 
foot, gazgei them securely, went out toe 
front door, crowd »d into the buggy with the 
sentinei and drove off on the Chicago pike. 
At Brighton Park they abandoned the bug- 
zy, and, turning the horse around in the 
road, whipped bim ioward home, He 
jogged back the ten miles to bis stable. The 

urgiars divided the spoils by the light of 
their bullseye and startel to waik into the 
city by way of Archer avenue. 

Meanwhile Cronin wrizgied and twisted in 
his thongs until, about twenty minutes after 
the thieves bad departed, be released himself 
andthen Mobr. In their excitement the twe 
men rushed out to the barn only ha!f-dressed, 
mounted the remaining horses bareback anc 

ted off for tbe city by different roads, 
ailing tooverhaul the robbers at the end oi 
a five mile gallop, a bright thought struc’ 
Cronin. Pausing at the littie village 
of Summit he burstinto an unoccupied tele 
raph office and, raising Chicago, wirec 
Yhief of Police Ebersold the particulars of 
the burzlary, after which he continued or 
his way to the city. It was not yet day 
light. From the outer stations police squads 
were deployed in all directions. About ? 
o'clock the detail which went from the Arche) 
station saw four men walking on the subur 
ban extension of the avenue. The police 
bastened to confront them and _ the 
marauders, divining that they were about 
to be trapped, opene | a vicious pistol fire anc 
fied in different direciions. The biuecoats 
kept up a running fusillade, but three of the 
burglars e-caped in the darkness. The fourth 
William Kane, was wounded in the leg anc 
captured. On his person was fouid the $15/ 
in stamps anil Cronin’s quarterly report 
Why the burglar took this it is difficult te 
imagine, but without it his conviction woulc 
have been impossible. He confessed every 
thing and gave such information as t 
make certain the eventual capture 0! 
his companions. A!!] the men implicated in the 
robbery are notorious crooks and jail birds 
Kane was oniy recently liberated from th: 
penitentiary where he served five vears for ¢ 
train robbery. Cronin’s endurance an 
bravery are the talk of police and detective 
circles. If he could have overtaken the rob 
bers he would have undoubtedly fouzht then 
as he took two pistcls and a belt of cartridge 
from his store stock, determined to kill or b 
killed if he ever got within shooting range 


MiNE HCRROR’. 


Terrible Disaster in a Pennsylvania 
Coal Mi e. 

The recent disastrous cave-in of acoa! mine 
at Nanticoke, Penn., was followed by inces 
sant work for several days on the part of a 
rescuing party, in the hope of finding the 
twenty-three imprisonel miners alive. But 
after four days of hard work a second cave- 
in occurred, the fate of the in prisoned 
men seemed to have been sealel. A dispatch 
from Nanticoke said: 

The fate of the imprisoned men at No. 1 
slope seems now to have been practically de- 
termined by the extensive cave-in that o-- 
curred lastevening at % o'clock and drove 
the force of rescuers before it ina wild anl 
terrible flight for their lives. The gangway is 
now filled up with sand and culm a distance 
of 250 feet, sixty feet more than it was when 
the work of rescue was started on Friday af- 
ternoon. In the face of this obstruction there 


is accu'nulated a large body of biack damp 
that can searcely be removed short of 
thirty days. There is really no hope of 
the men ever being found alive. A council 


_ of the miners, compo.ing the working forces, 


has just concluded its sitting, in which they 
expressed their nrin belief that the men must 
have perished before this, the black damp 
that is now in the main gangway having come 
over the incline from the breasts in which 
they were. 

When this new calamity befell them the 
men in the rescuing p arty had only forty feet 
of sand to work over. This had a pitch of 
forty-five dezrees, and although some small 

uantities of the dirt came down during the 
1ift, nothing so serious was expected. It 


came with & terrific rush, the fearfu! 
gust wind that precoled it extin. 
guished all the lights the men car- 


ried, and leaving them in utter darkne-s. 
With a clasp on the man iu front, the lonz 
continuous row followed the leader to the 
foot of the air shaft. It wasa pellmell! rush 
for life. Foreman Warne and Lewis Morgan, 
and a workman named Absalom, were cau zht 
by the rushing debris, but by holding fast to 
the men in front they recovered their footing 
and finally escaped. 

At 12:50 o'clock this morning the mine 
officia'’s decided to abandon work in the air 
shaft on account of the cave in and the pres 
esceof firedamp. Aliattempts to get the 
missing out alive have now been abandoned. 
but the work through the tunnel will be 
yushed stealily forward. It will probably 

about two weeks before the bodies of the 
missing men are reached, 

The excitement around the mine was inde- 
scribable. Women and children who had 
hardly closed their eyes since Friday were 
made nearly crazy by the fresh calamity. 
Sereams and wails of anguish fron the 
women rent the air, while the disheartene ! 
andexhauste! miners sat around the mouth of 
the mine in sullen despair. Crowds of peop'e 
for miles around came to view the 
scene of desolation. The town of Nantico:: 
was a place of universal mourning an‘ la:nen 
tation.

ping bone» of fowls and meats. Chick- 
ens are rarely divided into fragments 
for fricasses in hotels and restaurants 
in any other way; but the method is 
2 dangerous one. Chopping is certaiv 
to make splinters and slivers of bone, 
always with sharp points and ragged 
edges, and cooks, even the most pains. 
taking ones, are too apt, if in haste, t. 
neglect careful search for and removai 
of such particles. A much better way 
would be to divide fowls at the joints, 
and, where the bones are too large, tc 
‘remove them entirely, which is not at 
all difficult. When this has not been 
done much: care should be exercised in 
mastication of food that may pussibly 
contain ‘ragments of chopped bone, to 
insure the detection anJ removal of 
the smallest particles.”
